And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals specified 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council, as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said proposals for the Information of the public likely to be 
affected thereby- 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections or 
suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within thirty 
days of the date of publication of this notification, to the Export Inspection Coim-

Proposals 

(1> To notify that New Jute Woolpack shall be subject to quality control and 
Inspection prior to export; 

(2) To specify the type of Inspection in accordance with the draft Export of 
New Jute Woolpack (Inspection) Rules, 1969, set out in the Annexure to this noti¬ 
fication, as the type of inspection which will be applied to such New jute woolpack 
prior to their export 
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(3) to recognise the Indian Standard Speciflcatlcn IS: 4836-1968 for New Jute 
woujpack issued by the Indian Standaids Institution as the standard speclflcatlon 
lor New Jute woolpack; and 

(4) to prohibit the export. In the course of International tiade of New Jute 
woolpack unless a mark or seal recognised by the Central Government has been 
aillxcd or applied to bales of New ]Uie woo'pack. 

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export ty sea, land or air of 
sa.nples of New jute woolpack to prospective buyers- 

3- In this notification, “New Jute Woolpack’’ means New jute woolpack of the 
type as described In the Indian Standards Specification, namely. New Jute wool- 
pack IS: 48:6-1966.

Draft rules proposed to be made under sactlon 17 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1983), 

1. Short thle and coramenccmant.—(1) These rules may be called the Export of 
New Jute Woolpack (Inspection) Rules, 1969- 

(2) They shall come into force on 

2. Definition—In these rules, “new jute woolpack" means new jute woolpack 
of the type as des:ri3Sd in the Indian Staida d SpeciUcalion, na.naly, new jule 
woolpack IS; 4856-1968. 

3- Procedure of afflxatian of the recognised mark on "new jute woolpack prior 
to export." 

The provisions of the Indian Standards Institution (Certillration Marks) Act, 
1932 (36 of 1952), the Indian Sla-^dards Institulion (Ceit'fication Marks) Rules, 1955 
and the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Maiks) Regulations, 1955, 
shall, so far as may be, apply to the affixation of the recognised mark on “new jute 
woolpack" prior to export. 
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S-0. 2002-—Whereas the Central Government In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 8 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), 
proposes to recognise the Indian Standards Institution Certification Mark with 
respect to the New juts woolpack for the purpose of denoting that where bales 
containing New Jute woolpack are affixed with such mark, the New jute woolpack 
In such bales conforms to the standard specifications applicable thereto under 
clause (c) of section 6 of the said Act;
